McKisson Is Defeated. for Mayor by 
John H. Farley. 

Cleveland, O., April 3—John H. Farley, 
democrat, was elected mayor over Robert 
IE. McKisson, republican, the incumbent, 
today by a plurality of about 3,500. 

The first returns indicated a much greater 
victory for Farley, but his plurality was 
cut down by later returns. The remainder 
of the republican ticket will have substan- 
tial pluralities. The republicans will con- 
trol the city council. 

McKisson’s defeat was due to the defec- 
tion of republicans who voted against him 
because of his bolt from Senator Hanna 
and his party during the contest before the 
legislature a year ago last winter.

MATTOX KILLS HIS SECOND MAN 


Cleveland Saved. Murderer’s Neck and 
McKinley Pardoned Him. 

Ponca City, O. T., April 3—Clyde Mattox 
killed Lincoln Swinney, an Osange ranch- 
man here this evening in the White House 
Club saloon during a quarrel in which 
Swinney was the aggressor. Mattox used 
a knife on. his assailant. 

The case of Mattox is one of the most 
celebrated in the southwest. In 1891, when 
a mere boy, he killed a negro in Oklahoma 
Territory in a quarrel, was tried in the fed- 
eral district court here and sentenced to 
death. He escaped from jail in 1893, was 
recaptured and sent to the penitentiary. 

His mother, Mrs. S. W. Hatch, after 
vainly spending a fortune in his behalf, 
appealed to President Cleveland, who final- 
ly commuted Mattox’s sentence to iife im- 
prisonment. A second appeal made in 
person to President McKinley resulted in 
a pardon.

CUBAN ASSEMBLY LOSES FRIENDS 


Talk of Bringing Away the $3,000,- 
OOO Cash Has Aroused the Cu- 
bans and the Assemblymen 
Are Being Roundly 
Abused. 


Havana, April 3., 10:20 o. m.—The over- 
land telegraph lines connecting Havana 
with Santiago were completed by the sig- 
nal corps yesterday, placing the command- 
ing general in communication with every 
command and all*the important towns of 
the island. The corps has constructed 200 
miles of line in sixty days. 

The trunk line extends from Pinar del 
Rio through the center of Cuba to Baracoa, 
the extreme eastern part. Nine lMnes north 
and south cross the trunk lines. 

Among the military men-the talk is of 
the departure of the remaining volunteers, 
which will probably be delayed for a couple 
of weeks. until the Cuban army question 
is nearer a settlement. As General Gomez 
is unable to supply accurate lists of the 
Cuban army, and as the Cuban assembly 
still retains the official list, the American 
military authorities appear to be simply 
awaiting, but as matter of fact, they are 
impatient and disgust d. The whole at- 
titude of the Cubans in this matter is 
excessively irritating. 

Meanwhile the report that the $3,000,000 
may .be returned to the United States is 
being widely circulated, and has increased 
the feeling against the assembly, whose 
members are apparently indifferent. The 
next session of the assembly will be held 
on Thursday. When Secretary Alger was 
here he discussed with’ Governor General 
Brooke the question of charging upon the 
customs receipts the cargo of rations on 
the Comal. The matter was left open. To- 
day the Coma] with a million rations ar- 
rived, and as no decision has yet been 
reached by the governor general as to 
whether the supplies are to be charged to 
the United States or ta Cuba, the distri- 
bution is fikely to go on without regard to 
it. Seventy-five thousand rations will be 
distributed at Neuvitas, 25,000 at Las.Tunas, 
20,000 at Trinidad, 200,000 at Matanzas, 200,000 
The 
Comal did not bring either sugar or rice, 
both of which will be procured in the Cu- 
ban markets. The decision as to where to 
charge this particular shipment rests with 
Washington. Whatever -it may be, the 
next shipment will be charged to Cuba. 
The next regiment to leave will be the 
Fourth Illinois, which will sail on Wednes- 
day by a plant line steamer to Mullet Key, 
where it will be quarantined and then go 
to Tampa by the steamer Margaret. Some 
delay in getting the volunteers back to 
the United States will “arise from the scar- 
city of transports.

SIGNAL SERVICE IS PLEASED. 


Washington Officials Notified of the 
New Wire System. 


Washington, April 3.—The signal service 
in congratulating itself over the final com- 
pletion of the military telegraph systenr 
of Cuba. The work of construction, begun 
at Playa del Este at the landing of Shaf- 
ter’s expedition, has been pushed with 
Vigor under the management of Colonel 
Dunwoody, the chief signal officer of the 
department of Cuba.

MAN KILLED WAS EMPLOYEE OF 
PACKING HOUSE. 


Had Threatened To Kill His Wife with 
Butcher Knife—But She Got 
the Weapon First. 


Chicago, April 3.—Before his two children,- 
aged eight and four years, Joseph Brown 
was stabbed to. death today by his wife, 
Clara. Th: murder was the outcome of a 
family quarrel. 

Brown had beaten and kicked his wife 
and threatened to kill her with a butcher 
knife that was lying on the table. 
Brown made a move toward the knife Mrs. 
Brown snatched the knife herself. 

Brown raised his foot and kicked her, 
but in falling she lunged forward with 
the knife, striking him fairlv in the sto- 
mach. The two battled forth and back, 
the husband kicking and striking and the 
wife plunging the knife into her husband 
until at the fifth blow he fell back dead. 
Brown was stabbed five times. Brown was 
a packing house employee.

SWORD FOR FIGHTING BOB EVANS 


Crew of the Battleship Iowa Remem- 
ber Their Commander. 


San Francisco; April 3.—The crew of 
the battleship Iowa, now lying at this port, 
have presented Captain Robley D. Evans, 
who commanded the Iowa in Cuban waters 
during the war with Spain, with a hand- 
some sword. The weapon bears the inscrip- 
tion. 

‘Presented to Captain Robley D. Evans, 
U. S. N., by the crew of the U. S. 8. 
lowa.”’ 

On the reverse side are the words: 

“To Our Hero—Too just to take a fallen 
foe’s, we give this sword instead.’’ 

These words refer to Captain Evans's 
action in declining to accept a Spanish 
captain’s sword when it was offered to 
him by the commander who was brought 
on board the lowa. after the battle off 
Santiago. 


SIGSBEE’S UNPRINTED DISPATCH 


Attorney Jones Appears in the Naval 
Prize Money Case. 

Washington, April 3—The argument of 
the naval] prize money case of the French 
steamer Oligde Rodriguez, which was to 
have been heard in the United States su- 
preme court today, was postponed until 
next Monday at the request of Attorney 
Jones, for the owners of the steamer. 
Mr. Jones made a strong plea to be al- 
towed to introjuce certain dispatches of 
the navy department relative to the char- 
acter of the blockade of San Juan. One 
of these was, he said, from Captain Sigs- 
bee and had nat been printed. It deciared 
the blockade to be ineffectual and had 
been brought to the attention of the trial 
court, but the presiding judge had accepted 
it in a private capacity and it was not 
placed in the record.

MERCHANT BAR IRON COMBINE. 


Among the Concerns Taken Over Are 
Two in Birmingham, Ala. 
Chicago, April. 3.—The Record tomorrow 

will say: 

“The combination of manufacturers of 
merchant bar iron, upon which Chicago 
promoters have been at work for sever: il 
weeks, is practically consummated and 
within a few days the properties will he 
taken over by a corporation to be organ- 
ized under the laws of New Jersey. The 
total capitalization will be $55,000,000, of 
which $25,000,000 will be in 7 per cent cumu- 
lative preferred stock and $30,000,000 . in 
common. The properties include all the 
bar iron manufacturers of importance west 
of Pittsburg, some of the largest being in 
the Birmingham, Ala., iron district.

“A portion of the underwriting has been 
taken in Chicago, but the New York in- 
terest will be the largest of outside capi- 
tal. The banking houses of Dominick & 
Dickerman and William C. Sheldon & Co., 
of that city, have organized the under- 
writing syndicate. The company will havé 
a cash working capital of $6,500,000 and 
all plants taken over will be free of debt.”’

Meanwhile the incident has had 
the effect of reviving the movement for an 
agitation in behalf of the American an- 
nexation in line with that now going on in 
the Leeward isla:ds.

The reduction made in 1898 averaged a 
little more than 10 per cent. In Fall River 
mills, which include 2,192,236 spindles of the 
19,853,148 in. New England, it amounted to 
11 1-9 per cent.

“Manila, April 3—Adjutant General, 
Washington: Present indicauons dendte 
insurgent government in perilous conditign; 
iis army defeated, discouraged and scat- 
tered. insurgents returning to their homes 
in cities ana villages between here and 
points nortn of Maioios, which our recon- 
noitering parties have reached, and desire 
protection of Americans. News from YVi- 
sayan islands more encouraging every day. 

“OTIS.” 

The war department officials were 
pleased by the cheering dispatch from Gen- 
eral Otis. It contains a great deal of é¢n- 
couragement to them, and those who know 
General Otis well say he is not a man ito 
take a roseate view of the situation unless 
there is reason for it. It is argted at the 
department that the Filipinos have never 
been used to the kind of warfare that the 
Americans have, given them, and for that 
reason they are now aware that it will De 
jmpossiole for them to accomplish anything 
by fighting. While there is disappointment 
because the movement for the capture of a 
large force of the Filipinos was not suc- 
cessful, it is believed the pressing of the 
insurgents steadily toward the north, caip- 
turing their capital and driving them from 
place to place has had a very discouraging 
effeet upon the natives who have been fol- 
lowing Aguinaldo. | 

It is evident by the reference which Gen- 
eral Otis makes to reconnoitering pafties 
that he is having the country thoroughly 
covered, and that the information which 
they are giving thim is the basis of the 
dispatch received today. It is believed that 
desertions will soon deplete the army of 
Aguinaldo to little or nothing. That portion 
of the dispatch relating to the Visayans 
refers to the operations of which lloilo ia 
the capital. The group incluces Panay, 
Bohol, Cebu, Negros and others of less im- 
portance. The revellion against the United 
States authority was not very serious in 
these islands, being stirred up by emissa- 
ries of Aguinaldo at lloilo. ‘Phe constant 
deféat of Aguinaldo’s forces north of Ma- 
nila has no doubt had a depressing effect 
upon other insurrectionists.

Washington, April 3.—The president and 
Secretary Hay have been giving considera- 
tion to the selection of a representative of 
the United States government on the Sa- 
moan commission. He will not be a member 
of eicher the senate or house of represen- 
tatives, according to present lights. It is 
probable that the effort wii be to find some 
Person thoroughly familiar with the -:ssue 
likely to .be presented in the settlement 
of this. Samoan dispute. 

The question is a complex

tial that the commission be appoointed at 
the earliest moment. 

In‘the absence of amacceptance by Great 
Britain of the commission pian, it has not 
been possible to proceed to outline the 
instructions to be given to that commtfs- 
sion. It is*said that it does not follow 
by any means that because the commission 
is appointed {ft is to at ance overthrow 
the treaty of Berlin, under the terms of 
which the three governments have for’ 
ten years administered the affairs of Sa- 
moa, On the contrary, it is entirely possi- 
ble that the commission wil be able to 
adjust conditions at Apia and elsewhere 
in the Samoan group to the terms of that 
and it is conreeived here that all 

needful for reforming conditions 
there and placing them on a basis that will 
insure a tranquil and satisfactory admlin- 
istration of affairs may be secured through 
the adoption of some additional articles to 
Mie Berlin convention, not even affecting 
the general principle of the tripartite con- 
trol. 

Many cable dispatches have been passing 
between Washington and London in regard 
to the Samoan settiement. The main point 
is on determining exactly the extent of 
authority which the high commission is to 
possess; Lord Salisbury desiring ail uncer- 
tain points first cleared up and an exact 
definition of. what the «commission ts to do 
before committing Great Britain. The 
British government is as ready as the 
United States or‘Germany to accept the 
general principle of commissioners, but it 
wants to Know in advance as to the power 
of the commission. 

The indications are that the British au- 
thorities wil] give their adherence to the 
agreement within a day or two, but it is 
Stated that there'is still a chance, althoug! 
Hn Very slight one, that the agreement may 
mot be concluded. 

The present negotiations are concentrated 
On three main points, viz: 

First, is the commission to report, or is 
it to have executive authority to administer 
&$ well as to negotiate, and if so, what is 
the exrent of its executive power? Second, 
will the action of the commission be de- 
termined by a majority, or will unanimous 
action be requiréd?. Third, if a majority 
determination is arranged, what safeguards 


are to be provided to insure unanimous 
execution? 

This last point—as between majority or 
unanimous action—is a vexing one and is 
the same one which has arisen as be- 
tween the consular officials in Samoa. and 
it is evident that Lora Salisbury hesitates 
to assent to any agreement which mav 
renew this controversy. An agreement up- 
on King Oscar as final arbitrator would 
ooviate a deadlock, but this, while proposed 
unofficially during the recent discussions, 
has not been assented to officially, so that 
attention is still centered on t e issue be- 
tween majority or unanimous rule. ;

Bodies of Soldiers To Be Laid at Rest 
in Arlington. 

Washington, April 3.—The unclaimed 
bodies of the American soldiers and sailors 
who died in Cuba and Porto Rico, which 
were brought to this country in the trans- 
port Crook, will be buried Thursday at 
the national cemetery at Arlington with 
fitting military honors. The president to- 
day issued an executive order which di- 
rects . 

“That upon the arrival of the cortege 
at the national cemetery at Arlington all 
proper military and naval honors be paid 
to the dead heroes; that suitable ccremo- 
nies shall attend their interment; that the 
customary salute of mourning be fired 
at the cemetery, and that on the same 
day at 2 o’clock p. m., Thursday, the 6th 
of April, the national ensign be displayed 
at half staff on all public buildings, forts, 
camps and public vessels of the United 
Sthtes; and that at 12 o’clock noon of 
said day all the departments of the gov- 
ernment at Washington shall be closed.’’ 

In the same connection Acting Secretary 
of War Meiklejohn i#8ued this order: 

“The remains of officers and soldiers 
who lost their lives in the war with Spain 
during the operations in Cuba and Porto 
Rico will be interred with due and fitting 
ceremony in the national cemetery at Ar- 
lington, Va., on Thursday, April 6th, at 
2 p.m. By the direction of the president, 
all the United States troops serving in the 
vicinity of Washington, together with the 
national guard of the District of Columbia, 
will be assembled at Arlington on the date 
in questiongto participate in the funeral 
ceremonies.”’ 


BURIED IN NATIONAL CEMETERY 


Funeral of the Late Brigadier General 


Flagler Largely Attended. 

Washington, April 3—The funeral of 
the late Brigadier General Flagler, chief of 
ordnance, United States army, took place 
this afternoon.

CONTESTEE ARGUES FOR PETITIONERS 


All Objections Set Up Are Carefully 
Discussed and Then Complete- 
ly Overruled. 


Washington, April 3—In the supreme 
court of the United States today an opinion 
was handed down by Justice Peckham in 
severa] cases involving the vaiidity of the 
War revenue act. 

The cases were those of James Micol ver- 
sus James Ames, United States mars‘hal; 
petition for habeas corpus by George R. 
Nichols, petitioner; Fdwin 8. Skillm, ap- 
peliant, versus the marshal, and Charles -H. 
Ingwerzen, plaintiff in error, versus the 
United States. The cases all come from 
the Chicago federal courts. 

These cases involve especially the validity 
of the tax provided Ly the war reverue act 
upon all sales and all contracts to sell mer- 
Ghndise upon exchange, boards of tirade or 
similar places. 

The war revenue act requires a memoran- 
dum to be made of the transactions und a 
Stamp aftixed, the amount.of which is meas- 
ured by the value of the sale. 

The three cases of- Nicol appellant, of 
Nichols petitioner, and of Skillm appeilant 
present all the phases involved in stock 
transactions on the board of irade at Chi- 
cago. The case of Ingwerzen ;nvoives the 
question as to whether the Union Stock 
Yards at Chicago is an exchange or similar 
place, making sales there taxable. 

The court in its opinion sustained. the 
validity of the tax and held also that the 
stock yards is a place similar to an ex- 
change, making its transactions Hable to 
the tax. 

The case was argued by ex-Secrezary Car- 
lisle and Mr, Robbins, of Chiza.ro, for the 
petitioners, and by J. K. Richards, solicitor 
general, for the government. Mr. Carlisle 
contended that the tax upon sales on ex- 
changes is a direct tax; first, because a tax 
upon sales is virtually a tax upon the prop- 
erty sold, and second, because the tax can- 
not be shifted but must be paid by the 
seller on the exchanges. It was also insist- 
ed that if the tax is an indirect tax, it 


lacks uniformity, because not imposed upon: 


all sales wherever made. 

The point also was made that if an indi- 
rect tax it is a stamp tax cn documents 
and that congress had no power to require 
a written memorandum to be made upon 
transactions within a state for «he purpose 
of taxing such memorandum. 

The court in its opinion an 
all these objections and overrules them. 

It holds the tax is not a direct tax, but “a 
duty Jaid upon the privilege, opportunity or 
facility offered at boards of trade or ex- 
changes fof the prosecution of the business 
mentioned jn the act.” 

“Tt is,’’ the court further says, ‘‘not a tar 
upon the members of-the exchange nor upon 
the membership therein. nor is it a tax 
upon sales generally. The act limits the 
tax to gales at any exchange or board of 
trade or other similar place and its face 
meaning {is to impose a duty upon those 
privileges or facilities there found and made 
use of.” 

The exceptional facilities offered at such 
places affords, the court says, a just ground 
for the classification for purposes of taxa- 
tion by congress of transactions thére. The 
flexible character of the taxing power and 
the possibility of adapting it to changed 
conditions is described by the court, it dis- 
tinctly holding that in order to tax a privi- 
lege or facility enjoyed, it is not necesfary 
that #t should be created by the govern- 
ment. The requirement of a "nemorandum 
is upheld because it is necessary for the 
collection of the tax. The tax is pronounc- 
ed uniform, because it applies to all who 
enjoy the special privileges ar facilities in- 
cident to the transaction of business at 
boards of trade and similar places. 

In the matter of the petition for writ of 
habeas corpus the petition was denied, 
while in the other cases the judgments of 
the circuit and district courts were af- 
firmed. 


KENTUCKY LAWS ARE ATTACKED 


a 


€upreme Court Passes Upon Legisla- 
tive Acts from the State. 
Washington, Apeil 3.—In the United States 


upreme court today several cases inter- 
oon the tax laws}of the state of Ken- 
tucky were decided. Fhe cases dealt prin- 
cCipally with the laws affecting the taxa- 
tion of banks and another with the right 
to tax bridge property. 

The bank cases all. grew out of condi- 
tions existing in the city of Owensboro 
and all but one dealt with the state banks. 

The question at issue in the state bank 
cases was the right to levy taxes upon 
the valuation of franchises or the property 
of the bank which had been certified by 
the state board appointed to perform this 
service. This board was created by an act 
of the legislature in 1892 and this legisla- 
tion was in conflict with the act of 1886 
known as the Hewitt act providing for the 
taxation of bank stock at the rate of 75 
cents on each share of $100, in full for all 
state, county and municipal taxes. The 
state banks claimed the Hewitt act to 
be in the nature of a contract dnd also 
attacked the newer law on various. grounds. 
The opinion rendered today sustains the 
act of 1892, thus affirming the opinion of 
the Kentucky court of appeals. Justice 
White delivered the opinion of the court, 
saying: 

“Our conclusion is that there was no /rre- 
vocable contract protecting the bank from 
taxation, and therefore that the taxing 
law of Kentucky did not violate the con- 
tract clause of the constitution of the 
United States.’’ 

The case of the national bank—the 
Owensboro National bank vs. the City of 
Owensboro—involved other points and in 
this case the Kentucky court of appeals 
was reversed. The state court had held 
the law applicable to national ag well as 
State banks, but its holding was upset 
In this case because of the violation of 
the federal statute requiring that the tax 
oe nebo banks shall be levied upon

In this 
case the owners of the bridges resistod the 
taxation of the bridge by the city afthori- 
ties, but the court sustained the state law 
and affirmed the state court of appeais 
Justice Harlan said the only question in- 
volved was that of the location of the 
Kentucky state line. This he fixed at OW 
water mark on the Indiana side of the 
Ohio river, holding, therefore, that the 
Kentucky authorities could tax the bridge 


at that point.

Birmingham, Ala., April 3.—(Special.)— 
When the body of Ira Goggans, the ex-po- 
liceman, who was shot to death in the 
Arcade saloon Saturday by Cliff Cahoon, & 
boy, was about to be lowered into the grave 
today, P. G. Bowman, an attorney who 
was employed to prosecute the case against 
the boy, stopped the burial and had tihe 
body carried back to the undertakers, 
where a bullet was taken from the de- 
ceased’s head. The second funeral with 
the same remains then followed. When 
weighed, the bullet taken from Goggans’s 
heed was found to be nine grains heavier 
than the bullets from Cahoon’s pistol. It 
is believed a third party had a hand in the 
shooting, notwithstanding the claim of the 
boy that he did it all. i 

G. A. Griffith, deputy city marsiial 
Woodlawm a suburb, was arrested today 
charged with murder. He was in the sa- 
loon at the time of the killing.

RECEIPTS IN THE PHILIPPINES. 


Secretary of War’s Office Shows the 
Customs Collected. 

Washington, April 3.—Acting Secretary 
Meiklejohn today made-a statement of the 
receipts in the Philippine islands since the 
Americans have been in charge. These 
figures haye been cabled by General Otis, 
but since the active hostilities have been 
going on no detailed reports have been 
received. The Americans took possession on 
August 13, 1898.

168, 666.

Many of the 
ports have been jin possession of the insur- 
gents and commerce ‘has been necessarily 
restricted.

SAYS PEOPLE ARE LOSING CONFIDENCE 


In the Efficacy of the Law To Deal 
with Perpetrators of Crime—Has 
Appealed to the Bar, but 
No Action Was Taken 
by That Body. 


Savannah, Ga., April 3.-—The Georgia 
State Baptist convention came to an end 
today, after selecting Griffin as the place 
for the meeting: aext year. It was agreed, 


previous to the adjournment, to revive the 


Georgia Baptist Historical Society, and Dr. 
Marshal, of Sandersville. was elected presi- 
dent of it, with Dr. Hugh Bernard, of 
Mercer, as secretary. 

Rev. B. F. Riley delivered an address on 
the history of-:the denomination. 

Judge Hillyer then presented a strong 
and etriking report and resolutions from 
the committee on crime and Jynching, which 
were adopted. 

After reading the report, Judge Hillyer 
gave some startling figures upon the in- 
crease of crime, urging the consideration 
of the question upon the church and sug- 
gesting that as the law was slow the 
legislative body be appealec to to note the 
facts and figures, to, urge action upon 


that body, reminding them of the army of 4 


voters presenting the appeal. 
Judge Hillyer said that in the United 


' States there were more homicides than in 
‘Scotland, England and Prussia. 


The mat- 
ter had been brought before the bar asso- 
cilations in 1894 and 1896. In 18 there were 
6,000 homicides in the United States and 
in 1896 there were 10,000. In the past year 
more homicides were committed in the 


United States than were killed in Cuba, and |

with which’ verdicts are set aside in the 
courtroom and the «facility with which 


notorious criminals escape punishment have | 
brought much of this about. The amount | 


of erime is increasing and it seems that 


the criminal !s the only one that has any | 


rights. The peaple lose confidence in the 
effectiveness of the law to punish criml- 
nals. Hence the increase in lynchings. 
Judge Hillyer said that, although he had 
twice brought this matter before. the. bar 
association, they ‘had taken no action. He 


now appealed from the par to the church fs 


to aid in correcting this great evil. 

The resolutions call upon the legislature 
to so ame.d the code of criminal pro- 
ceedure and enlarge the powers of. the 
courts as to let all men know that tne 
law is willing and able to do immediaty 
and thorough justice in every case, They 
assert that lynchings are a result of dis- 
trust in the promptness and efficacy of 
the legal machinery. 

Last Day of Convention. 

The Georgia Baptist Historical 7 “ 
was resuscitated and reorganized al, ie 
session of the state convention. rhit 
sult was largely, due to the efforts of oth 
Lansing Burrows, of Augusta. A ngmper 
of the members of the convention signi- 
fied theic willingness to enter into the ot 
ganization. Dr. Burrows was unanimously 
elected president by acclamation. Dr. Bur- 
rows declared, however, that he .could not 
accept, and insisted upon the election of 
Dr. A. A. Marshall, a great-grandson of 
Daniel Marshall, the first apostle of the 
Baptist faith in Georgia. 

The Droapsinthianot this selection was 
generally agreed to and Dr. Marshall was 
elected president. 

Dr, H. R. Bernard, financial 
Mercer university, was elected 
and treasurer of the society. 

Dr. B. F. Riley, of the State university, 
read a paper upon the history of the early 
Baptists in Georgia—the struggles of the 
early Baptists, a set of plain and often 
illiterate men, who’tilled their own lands 
by day and thumbed their well worn Bi- 
bles by night, and who crossed mountains 
and swam streams to reach their congre- 
gations on Sundays. The present eminence 
of the Baptists in Georgia is due to the 
labors of these bold and courageous men, 
he said.

Close of the Convention. 

The Baptist convention closed its session 
at the First Baptist church at midnight 
tonight with a general handshaking and 
he congratulations of every one present to 
every one else. It was the most enthusias- 
tic meeting of the convention. The mem- 
bers had just come back from Tybee, where 
they had enjoyed the hospitalities of loeal 
BaPtists, and they were ready to vote this 
the finest meeting they have ever had. 

Some important business matters were 
transacted, the most interesting of which 
was -the action of the convention onthe 
report of the committee on temperance. This 
committee reported a pretty strong resolu- 
tion. It pronounced the Baptists of Geor- 
fia in favor of absolute prohibition and 
called in strong terms upon the Baptists 
and other prohibitionists in the 110 dry 
counties in the state to unite with allies 
in the balance of the counties and in the 
cities of Georgia to bring about a general 
election on the question of prohibition 
throughout the state. It was the 
wish of the committee to abol- 
ish the saloons from Georgia  alto- 
gether. The resolution brought forth 
little discussion, but was met on all sides 
with warm approval. It was. carried 
through unanimously, without a dissenting 
vote and without a request for any change. 

The next resolution of interest was one 
urging the congressmen from Georgia to 
oppose the seating in the national house 
of representatives of Brigham H. Roberts, 
recently elected congressman from Utah. 
This resolution met with the same unanim- 
ity of opinion as did the temperance reso- 
lution. Many of the delegates simply ex- 
pressed the emphatic opinion that “We 
want no bigamists or polygamists there.’ 
It was unanimously carried. . 

The convention passed the usual resolu- 
tion of thanks and adjourned to meet in 
Griffin next year. 


FAVOR GOVERNMENT CONTROL. 


Position of Savannah Officials on the 
Quarantine Question. 

Savannah, Ga., April 3.—(Special.)—The 
indications are now that the Savannah 
quarantine station will, within a reasonabie 
time, go under national control. A majority 
of the members of the present aldermanic 
board favor such a change, and the nego- 
tiation now pending will, in all probabili- 
ty, result that way. A poll of the members 
of the board showed today that they stand 
as follows: For government control—Mayor 
Myers, Aldermen Wells, Dixon, Jarret], 
Graham, Thomas, Haas, Bacon. Against 
government. control—Aldermen Williams and 
Doyle. Undecided—Aldermen Tiedman and 
Mills. Some of those favoring government 
ccentrol qualify their positions, being de- 
sirous only of affording full protection to 
Savannah's commerce, but generally speak- 
ing, there is little doubt that the proposi- 
tion will go through without much debate 
when it comes to a final issue.

Savannah, Ga., April 3.-—-(Special.)—Two 
petitions for voluntary bankruptcy were 
filed in the United States court-this morn- 
ing. They were both from Brunswick. The 
first is the petition of Jacob and Hattie 
Michelson. The petition states that they 
did business in Brunswick under the name 
of the Michelson Grocery Company. The 
firm failed owing considerable money: It 
owes on open accounts $1,382.74. 

A. Haas is the other petitioner for volun- 
tarv bankruptcy proceedings. He has also 
been in business in Brunswick and in his 
petiti asks for the protection of a home- 
stead/for himself and aged mother. He 
owes only $749.33 and gives the amount of 
eash on hand as $5.70.

Was Charged with Stealing Typewriter

JAKE'S BROTHER 1S NOW A CONVICT 


Sent to North Carolina Penitentiary 
for Rebbing Postoffice at Aber- 
deen, N. C.—They Went Un- 
cer Aliases and Were 
in Trouble Often.

‘Tip’ Thomas, formerly of Macon, the 
well Known safe blower, who thas operated 
extensively and successfully in North Car- 
Olina and Virginia, had a brother named 
Jake T, Thomas, also formerly of Macon, 
to die recently in a hospital in Philadelphia, 
The Philadelphia Times of April 1st con- 
tained an account of Jake Thomas's death, 
in which it pietures his death as being very 
mysterious. Just before this death he told 
the doctors that he had a confession to 
make, but died before he could speak it. 
He died of consumption and diphtheria. 
He spoke of his brother, ‘‘Tip,’’ whose 
tull name is Charles J. Thomas, and wan:- 
ed him to Know of his death. Dr. Philiip 
at the Philadelphia hospital wrote to a 


and asked the undertaker to request “Jip” 
Thomas to send him his (Tip’s) present 
address, as the deceased left some pictures 
and personal effects and a little money for 
h'm. The doctor said he would like Je ae 
to know where his brother is buried. 

The whereabouts of ‘‘Tip’’ Thomas is un- 
unknown. In the latter part of last Decem- 
ber ‘‘Tip’’ Thomas was tBentenced to im- 
prisonment at hard labor in the North 
Carolina state penitentiary for a period of 
five years for safe blowing. Thomas and 
two pal3 blew and robbed the vypostoffice 
safe at Aberdeen,-N. C. They were 
sequently arrested. Thomas went by the 
name of Joseph E. Reid, alias T. T. Thom- 
as, alias *‘Tip’’ Thomas, alias ‘Macon Tip.”’ 
While in jail awaiting trial Thomas wrote 
one of two letters to young men in Macon 
who were his friends when he lived here. 
Thomas akaeal a plea of guilty to the 
Abemleen robbery, and with a pal, 
was sentenced to the North Carolina peni- 
tentiary for five years, 

Escaped from the Penitentiary. 

Recently ‘Tip’ Thomas and his pal, Joe 
Jones, escaped from the. Raleigh peniten- 
tiary, so a telegram to the Macon authori- 
ties stated, and so far as has been heard 
at Maeon, they thave never been captured. 
The United: States officers and postoffice 
inspectors in North Carolina say that si 
Thomas was an old pal of Joe Jones, alias 
Joe Brooks, alias Charles H. Brooks, etc., 
the father of safe blowers, Who, with his 
pals, have operated very successfully in 
Virginia and North Carolina. 

Jake Thomas, who died in the: Philadel- 
phia hospital, was charged with stealing a 
typewriter from the waiting room of the 
Kimball house in Atlanta several years ago, 
and the typewriter was afterwards found 
in Macon with the number on it changed. 
Later Jake Thomas was charged with rob- 
bing a hotel in Griffin. He was arrested 
but effected his escape, and all trace of 
him was lost until the information of his 
death in the Philadelphia hospital. 

A Woman’s Bair. 

The story in The Philadelphia 
last Saturday says Thomas went to the 
hospital several weeks ago in the last 
Stages of consumption. It is Said that he 
came to the hospital from Trenton, N. J. 
Wihen he learned that he had to die, he 
requested that friends in Macon be tele- 
graphed. He asked that his body be brought 
to Macon and buried in Rose Hill cemetery. 
The Times says: 

“Just before he died he told the doctors 
that he had a confession to make, but-died 
with it on his lips. He informed the doc- 
tors that he had left a satchel at a larve 
dry house, and before he passed 
away this was sent him. It contained $60 
in money: and a quantity of a woman's long 
red hair. It seems that Thomas wanted to 
hold the hair in his uands, but it seemed to 
excite him so that this request was refused 
by the surgeons. He was constantly crying 
out, ‘Don't cut my hair.’ ~ 

A Presbyterian minister was called in to 
see Thomas as he was dying. The body 
was buried in Philadelphia,’ as it could 
not be brought to Macon for interment on 
account of the nature of the 
diphtheria. The deceased was born in Ma- 
con about twenty-seven years ago and at 
one time was a clerk in a dry goods house 
here, 

‘“Tin’’ Thomas, who is a penitentiary es- 
cape, doubtless does not Know of his broth- 
er’s death and may never Jearn it.

They for- 
get that democratic principles, when they 
were first logically and definitely¥ form- 
ulated by Jefferson, were denounced in 
the same terms and by the same classes 
that have denounced the Chicago plat- 
form. No term of reproach was too op- 


- probrious to be applied to Jefferson. He 


Was an “arch revolutionist;” he was “an 
enemy of society;’’ he was ‘a -leveler;”’ 
he had imported to th!s country “the vile 
doctrines of the political libertines of 
France;” and, in short, he was ‘‘an an- 
archist,” “an enemy of capital.” and, 
therefore, ‘the enemy of society.’’ 

When in the fullness of time. it be- 
came necessary for Andrew. Jackson to 
renew and revive the principles of pure 
democracy, he was made the object 
similar attacks. Jefferson has 
achieved a victory over prejudice, so far 
as his personality is concerned; but it 
is only necessary to pick up a history of 
the United States, or a biography of 
Jackson written by the Adamses, the Ca- 
bots, or the- Lodges, to find preserved 
there the rancor with which the oppo- 
nents of democracy regard the name of 
Jackson. aoe 

It was natural to suppose that there 
would be a protest in some 
quarters when the — party, driv- 
en to the wall by the disgraceful and 
embarrassing episodes that marked the 
rise and fal! of Clevelandism, applied the 
principles of pure democracy to the evils 
of the present. What is most surpris- 
ing is that the protest of men calling 
themselves democrats, but educated to 
different views by their interests and 
surroundings, was not more emphatic. 
The party united on the Chicago plat- 
form, recalling to its ranks the large 
element which had been embittered by 
the constant and complete surrender 
of the majority to the minority in every 
national convention, and polled a larger 
vote than ever before in its history. 

It is perfectly true, as The Albany 
Argus says, that a fight or a fire has 
more attractions for the populace than a 
hand organ, but when a democrat com- 
pares his party to a hand organ and its 
principles to the tunes ground out, we 
may be very sure that his democracy. is 
a matter of accident or circumstance 
and not a conviction. We do not pre- 
sume to question the editor’s right to 
view democratic doctrines with suspicion 
or contempt, but he should not disguise 
himself by wearing a democratic uni- 
form.

The Chicago platform was out- 
lined long before it took actual shape, 
and there was nothing for the Chica- 
go convention to do but to announce it, 
and to nominate as a candidate a: man 
who represented its principles. 

Naturally, we should like to see all 
men who call themselves democrats act- 

ing with the’ party. It is now and al- 
ways has been impossible for a political 
organization to put forth a deglaration 
of principles or propose remedies for 
existent evils that will meet the entire 
and unanimous approval of those who 
act with.the party. One of the essen-

| portant principles is the rule of the. ma- 

jority. This is as important in the 
maintenance of a party organization as 
it is in insuring the stability of a re- 
publican form of government, and only 
those are democrats who subscribe to 
and aid in maintaining that principle. 

“Can the south,” inquires The Argus, 
“afford to destroy the democratic party 
in the nerth?” It cannot, any more than 
the democratic party in the north can 
afford to destroy itself by rejecting dem- 
ocratic principles and opposing the rule 
of the majority. It is not at all unpleasant 
to be reminded of the obligations "which 
the south owes to the democratic party 
of the north. They have all been fully 
repaid. Fora quarter of a century the 
leaders of the northern democracy were 
permitted to control the party. They 
made its platforms, nominated its can- 
Cidates and conducted its campaigns; 
and it was not until one of the candidates 
nominated by the northern democrats 
deliberately set himself to destroy the 
organization that there came a protest 
from the rank and file of the democracy 
in the south and west. 

Now, this protest was so earnest and 
indignant that no leader who desired to 
retain the confidence of the democratic 
masses could afford to ignore it, The 
result was the Chicago platform. We 
do not object to criticism of that plat- 
form by The Argus, by Mr. Croker, by 
Mr. Watterson or anybody else. That 
is the right of the humblest individual in 
the land. What we do object to is the 
attitude of those who persist in main- 
taining that the minority should be al- 
lowed to rule and control the majority, 
the alternative beine the retirement of 
the minority from the party. Another 
thing we object to is,the insistence on 
the part of a few men that the convic- 
tions of the democratic voters as well 
as the principles of the party should be 
subordinated to a desire to win. What 
chance can a political organization have 
for winning support when it demon- 
strates, that it is simply out for the 
spoils? The republican party, with its 
millionaire contributors, may be able to 
do this for a time, but it is sure to be 
destroyed by the people in the end. 

No: the only course is the honest 
Those who are not democrats, 
who do not believe in democratic princi- 
ples, and who cannot subordinate their 
views to the wisdom of the majority, 
cannot remain in the party in any com- 


i 


fort. 

A declaration of principles made by 
a national convention is of less impor- 
tance to sincere voters than a knowl- 
edge of what the party has stood for 
since its organization. It was dedicated 
by its founder to promote and defend 
the rights, privileges and interests of 
the common people. That is its mis- 
sion todav and will continue to be its 
mission while parties survive.

The Trusts Increase. 


The rapid increase of trusts during the 
last few weeks makes it certain that 
their activity will become a matter of 
heated political attention during the 
coming presidential canvass. 

In one day there was reported on Wall 
street the following new candidates for 
the monopolizing of the trades indicated: 

Carpet mills, capital $5,000,000: Barre, Vt, 
granite quarrymen and dealers, capital 
$2,000,000; Baltimore’ brick manufacturers, 
capital $4,000,000; carded woolen mills, capi- 
tal $1,000,000: cotton yarn mills, capital $100,- 
000,000: manufacturers of car supplies, capi- 
tal $50,000,000; National Fish Company, capi- 
tal $3,000,000; manufacturers of gas and elec- 
tric light fixtures. 

Even these gigantic schemes of monop- 
oly must fall before the proposed trust 
to control the milk supply of the three 
million congested people of New York. 
The plan calls for the control of the 
milk interests of the five states which 
now enjoy the benefit of the big city’s 
trade. 
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Why Go to Klondike? 

The dispatches tell of the finding of a 
skeleton, the bony fingers clutching a 
bag of gold, in the Klondike country, 

Why will these people go to a land in 
which is required:a wrought iron constl- 
tution, to discover gold which they can- 
not carry away. with them, when the 
auriferous hills>of Georgia invite their 
work? It is true that the finds will not 
be as rich and the accumulation not at 
great, but it is a great deal better to 
get a limited amount and live to enjoy 
it than to get the bag filled to its 
mouth and then die while the fingers 
clutch around it. 

Even under the most favorable cir- 
cumstances the Klondike developers: fail 
for the most part. We hear of the few 
who may succeed in obtaining gold, but 
never of the hundreds whose skeletons 
blaze out the way to Dawson City and 
back. The successful one is acclaimed 
—the dead ninety-nine are forgotten. 

If people must hunt gol& we have it in 
Georgia, in quantities sufficient to pay 
for the labor of its extraction, whether 
manual or by other power. 
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A Party of Two. 


General John-M. Palmer seems to have 
been somewrat sobered and subdued 
since his experience with the billbynum 
party. He has secured him a pension, 
and seems to feel that he has contributed 
as much of his energy to the gold crowd 
as he can afford. 

At any rate, he has given the cold 
shoulder to the proposition of J. Sterling 
Morton to organize a new party to be 
composed of gold democrats and such of 
the republican riff-raff as imagine them- 
selves to be superior to everything and 
everybody else. “IT am - opposed to a 
new party,’ General Palmer declares. 
“The democratic party is good enough 
for me.”

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Canada Growing Restive. 


During this period of so-called Anglo- 
Saxon fraternization, the seed of disinte- 
gration is becoming manifest in the Do- 
minion of Canada. 

The Canadians, ever since 1837, have 
been the petted children of the British 
colonial system. ‘They have been kept 
on parade so long as genuine children of 
the house, that they had forgotten that 
it was presided over by a stepmother, 
who, later on, might develop interests of 
herown. During the past vear English 
statesmen have made Washington their 
mecca; English newspapers have hugged 
Uncle Jonathan to their breasts, and 
while we were aping things because they 
were “so English,” they were going in 
ecstasies over our heiresses because they 
were “so American’’ in theif possessions. 

It is needless to say that with the gstep- 
mother wasting her affectioh upon the 
United States, the neglected children in 
Canada began to erow restive, until now 
they have a bill of complaint against 
the mother country. Canadian newspa- 
pers upon both sides of politics are now 
agitating for the appointment: by Cana- 
da of a Canadian general to command 
her militia forces, instead of the expen- 
sive English general quadrennially sent 
over by the queen, and his expenses 
charged up against the Canadian ex- 
chequer. This would snap the military 
bond which unites the two countries, and 
would give Canadian military genius a 
chance to develop. An even more im- 
portant kick is that made by the Do- 
minion against England’s monopoly of 
the mintage. All coin now used in the 
dominion comes from English mints. A 
third bill in the complaint is one which 
comes from the ladies, which refers to 
innovations introduced by Princess Lou- 
ise and kept up by theless noble ladies 
who have succeeded her in Rideau Hall. 
This complaint is thug described: 

The majority of the Canadian people are 
the uselessness of certain 
ceremonials connected only with rovalty, 
which were introduced into this country by 
the wife of a former governor general. One 
of the most absurd of these fs the weuring 
of ful] evening dress l-y the ladies of the 
capital at the formal opening of parliament, 
which invariably occurs in the afternoon. 
The extent to which this practice was car- 
ried at the recent opening ceremony has 
attracted general attention to it, and it Is 
pointed out that the practice, which has not 
even the lame excuse of English precedent, 
should be immediately discontinued. When 
women attend the opening proceedings of a 
new session of the British parliament, even 
when the queen is present, they re attired 
in proper afternoon costume, but »n Ottawa, 
where the representative of royalty is in- 
variably a man, exactly the reverse is 
seen. The queen’s drawing room of 
course, characterized by this full. dress, 
but that function differs very materially 
from the opening of a Canadian parliament. 
One critic suggests that bare shoulders and 
arms may. £o nicely with gaslight, but when 
the dazzling rays of the sunshine illumine 
women so attired the effect is not artistic. 
It is incongruous and repellant. Woinen 
look their full age, if not more, and the 
cleverly concocted schemes that smooth 
over any marks of time are terribly trans- 
parent without the. aid of gas or electric 
light. The ridicule is so general that it is 
likely to have the desired effect. 

Two years ago such remarks as these 
would have been little short of treason, 
but there is no end of the trouble which 
a thoughtless stepmother can stir up.

The Finland Appeal. 


One of the oldest constitutions in Eu- 
rope is about to be swept out of existence 
by the czar of Russia. 

The people of Finland have occupied 
their cotintry for centuries in peace and 
harmony. Of strong domestic traits, 
they have clung closely to the fireside 
and refused to enter into the great con- 
test of globe-trotting nations. Neighborly 
with each other, bearing each other’s 
burdens, without interest in foreign pol- 
itics, they believed that Finland was the 
happiest country in the world in which 
to live. Under the sovereignty of the 
czar of Russia they paid to Caesar the 
tribute which was due him, and then 
returned to their own domestic concerns. 

The czar, while moving for disarma- 
ment of large armies, has laid his heavy 
hand upon these happy and simple peo- 
ple and threatens to deprive them of 
their charter rights. For the first time 
in their history the Finns are making 
an appeal to the world at large to save 
them from their impending fate. Of 
course their appeal can result in nothing. 
The czar seeks no consultation, Russia is 
powerful and Finland is weak, and that 
ends the whole maiter. still, it is a 
pity that these quaint old corners of the 
earth, where oldtime habits are pre- 
served, should be so rudely disturbed, ~

Georgia’s State Department# 

Editor Constitution—Some interesting 
facts concerning the state departments of 
Georgia follow: 

The first public school law of our com- 
monwealth was approved October 13, 1870. 
In accordance with its provisions, the office 
of state school commissioner, or state 
commissioner of education, was created. 
The first incumbent in that position was 
General John R. Lewis, he serving from 
October, 1870, until January, 1872. He was 
succeeded by Gustavus J. Orr, whose tenure 
of office extended from January, 1872, until 
December 13, 188i—the date of his death. 
Hon. James S. Hook next occupied the po- 
sition, serving from December, 1887, until 
January, 1891. He was followed by Samuel 
D. Bradwell, who held office from 1891 until 
1895. The present incumbent is Gustavus 
R, Glenn, who entered upon his duties in 
January, 1895. 

The Georgia state department of agricul- 
ture was established in pursuance of an 
act approved February 28, 1874. The first 
commissioner of agriculture was Dr. Thom- 
asrP. Janes, who received his appointment 
as such in September, 1874. He held office 
until August, 1879, when he_ resigned, being 
immediately succeeded in the position by 
‘Hon. John T. Henderson. Judge Hender- 
son’s tenure ef the important trust was of 
some duration, he serving continuously un- 
til November, 1890. .He was then superseded 
by Hon, Robert T. Nesbitt, who, after ac- 
ceptably completing four terms, was §uUC- 
ceeded in November, 1898, by Hon. O. B. 
Stevens, the present incumbent. 

The office of state librarian of the com- 
monwealth was created by act of the leg- 
islature, approved December 17, 1847. There 
have in all, from the first, been twelve in- 
cumbents in the position, the succession be- 
ing as follows:

We entered Havana harbor with the 
booming of cannon in honor of the secre- 
tary of war, I believe the first visit of a 
t'nited States secretary of war officially. 
The government tug came tO meet us, on 
board of which were Major Generals 
3rooke, Chaffee, Ludlow, Wilson, Lee, 
Batés an@d Brigadier Generals Humphrey, 
Hianbrouck and Arnold. All paid their re- 
spects to General Alger, literally crowding 
the deck with distinguished officers. Next 
day was a review of the Seventh army 
corps about eight miles from Havana. 
There were 7,000 soldiers in line and they 
were reviewed by the secretary on horse- 
back. It was an inspiring scene—one that 
will net soon be forgotten. Every man 
felt his importance and did his best to 
make a creditable display. About 3,000 
witnessed the review. At night there was 
a grand reception at General Brooke’s. The 
spacious house was filled with guests, sol- 
diers and citizens, to do honor to the secre- 
tary of war. The hostess, Mrs. Brooke, 
was charming and met every one with pe- 
culiar ecordiality and grace. To General 
Chaffee ang his lovely wife our party is 
greatly indebted for special attentions.

General Ludlow has spent about $750,000 
in cleaning up Havana. The work is cred- 
itable and has resulted in bringing down 
considerably the death rate. The city is 
certainly much cleaner than it was ten 
years agu.

General Gomez is in Havana at the sum- 
mer palace. He came on board the In- 
galls and paid his respects to the secretary.

I 
have talked with a great many people. I 
find that the better class and all the 
property owners are in favor of annexa- 
tion.

Alderman Mitchell Introduced His 


Urdinance Yesterday Afternoon 


and It Was Referred to the Ordinance Commitee 


BOARD OF EDUCATION TO MEET 


If It Does Not Stop Secret Sessions Councif 
“Will Pass Ordinance, 


LARGE MAJORITY FAVORS OPEN DOORS 


Council Would Have Passed the Meas- 
ure, but It Was Thought Best 
To Postpone Action for Two 
Weeks—Debate Was 
Interesting. 


The council tock an important step yes- 
terday afternoon toward requiring open ses- 
gions of all municipal boards. The ordinance 
of Alderman Mitchell prohibiting secret 
sessions wan introduced and referred to the 
ordinance committee, where it will be .con- 
sidered and reported at the next regular 
meeting of the council two weeks hence. 

The majority of those who favored the 
ordinance preferred that it be referred to a 
cmmittee, rather than passed yesterday 
afternoon. The board of education meets 
before the next regular meeting of council. 
If the board decides at this session to 
stop its star chamber sessions, it is prob- 
able the couycil ordinance will be dropped. 
If the board of education still persists in 
transacting the people’s business behind 
closed doors, the ordinance will pass the 
council by an overwhelming majority, That 
ig the situation. Council did not desire to 


force the board of education to open its 
doors without giving it another opportu- 


nity to take such action of its own ac- 


cord. 

Councilman Parks, member ex-officio of 
the board of education, stated to a Consti- 
tution representative yesterday afternoon 
that the board would decide to hold open 
Sessions before the next session of council. 
If this be true then the controversy will 
be at an end. 

Councilman Hammond and Alderman 
Mayson were the only two members who 
appeared to oppose the Mitchell ordinance 
yesterday afternoon. Councilman Hammond 
argued maifily for referring the measure, 
but when asked later if he would vote for 
it in the committee, he stated the did_not 
know whether he would or not Alderman 
Mayson was strongly against the ordinance 
He made a speech, taking the position that 
the board of education should know best 
how to conduct its meetings, that the pas 
sage of such an ordinance would be an un- 
just and unwarranted blow to the members 
of the board, and that the board had never 
done anything wrong behind its closed 
doors. He did not care whether this body 


transacted its business behind closed doors 
or not. 

The ordinance committee consists of Al- 
German Mayson, chairman; Alderman Tur- 
ner, Councilmen Hammond, Dozier and 
Maddox. The committee will probaly stand 
three to two in favor of the ordinance. 
Messrs. Turner, Dozier and Maddox are in 
favor of it. Mr. Mayson will be against it. 
Mr. Hammond is doubtful. In case the com- 
mittee should render an unfavorable report, 
there is little doubt that the council would 
turn down this report and adopt the ordi- 
nance. The only opposition that has devel- 


oped to the measure is on the ordinance 
committee, and fit is in the minority there.

The people demanded the change and they 
got it. It was right that they should have 
it. The officials of this city should realize 
that our city is democratic in its govern- 
ment—that it is a government by the peo- 
ple, and that the people have a right to 
know what is going on. If a member is 
not right in secret sessions he will soon get 
right in open sessions.

The ordinance of Aldgrman Mitchell is as 
tcllows: 


An ordinance to require public meet-

‘tion 1. Be it ordained by the mayor 
and general council of the city of At- 
lanta, That from and after the passage 
of this ordinance it shall be the duty of 
the various boards controlling the affairs 
of the different departments of the city 
of Atlanta, to hold public meetings for 
the transaction of the business coming 
before said boards for action, except 
that it shall be within the discretion of 
each and all of such boards to hold ex- 
eculive sessions when under special cir- 
cumstances it is deemed necessary to 
do so. 

Sec. 2, Be it further ordained, That all 
ordinances or parts of ordinances in con- 
flict with this ordinance be and the same 
are hereby repealed. 

The ordinance was put on its second read- 
ing and Councilman Parks moved that it 
be referred to the ordinance committee. 
Alderman Rice moved to adopt the ordi- 
nance. Councilman Thomson secured the 
floor. He said: 


I do not think that the council should 
act too hastily. We can pass the ordi- 
nance two weeks hence as well as now. 
1 do not believe any action should be 
taken at present, when a member of the 
board of education has appealed to the 
public to stop secret sessions, instead df 
to his board. The passage of this ordi- 
nance today would probably lay the 
foundation for ill feeling and dissensions, 
and while I do not say I would vote 
against the measure at the next meeting 
of the council, yet I am not in favor of 
such hasty legislation. T think the ordi- 
nance should be referred, 


Mayor Pro Tem. Mitchell called Alderman 


Turner to the chair and took the floor in 
defense of his ordinance. 
short but to the point. 


His speech was 
He said: 

I did not think it necessary to make a 
speech on this ordinance, because I an- 
ticipated no opposition. I realized that 
the ordinance is in the right direction, 
that it is the will of the people to know 
how the public business is transacted. 
Judging from the public expressions of a 
large majority gf the members of the 
council, L know that this sentiment is 
concurred in. This ordinance is meant 
as no reflection or criticism on the mem- 
bers of the board of education. They 
are allmen of honor. It 1s directed 
against a policy that is injuring the city 
government. The meetings of all munic- 
pal boards shuold be open. The sessions 
of the council are open. Any one has a 
right to come here and see how the 
councilmen transact the public business. 
It should be so with the board of educa- 
tion. It should be so with all the beards 
of the city. 


Why Roy Favors Ordinance. 
Dr. Roy had the following to «ay in sup- 


port of the ordinance: 


I am most heartily in favor of this 
ordinance. I am morein favor of it 
than ever since 4 man against whose 
wife and child the board of education 
had made charges in secret session came 
to my office this morning and told me 
he had had no chance to defend his 
family before the board. This is only 
one instance where the secret session 
works -harm. I think, however, action 
should be postponed until the next meet- 
ing of the council. The members of the 
board are all well-known and respezted 
citizens, and T think it would ve more re- 
spectful to them. 


Councilman Parks Talks. 
Councilman Parks, member ex-officio of 


the board of education, said: 


I am as much in favor of this ordi- 
nance as the man who introdueed it. 

‘ The question of open sessions has never 
been considered by the board of educa- 
tion since I have been a member of it. 
T think the eouncil had better <o slow. 
Tt will not injure the ordinance to be 
referred to the committee and prohably 
the board will decide to open its doors of 
its own accord before the counril meets 
again. 

Alderman Rice Says “Open Doors.” 
“The board of education,’’ said Alderman 

Rice, “is only one branch of the city gov-

The vote was then taken, and the ordi- 
nance was referred to the ordinance com- 
mittee, there being no negative votes. 
When seen after the meeting, Alderman 
Mitchell said: 

I am very well satisfied with the di- 
rection the measure has taken. 1 did 
not insist on its passage this afternoon. 
If the board of education will solve the 
problem itself, so' much the better. It 
it refuses to open its doors of its own 
accord, then there is not the slightest 
doubt in the world the ordinance will 
pass at the next session of the council 
by an overwhelming majority. The 
matter practically rests, therefore, with 
the board of .education.

Very 
often good and efticient men are left off 
the police force for lack of proper political 
influence. This, in my judgment, does not 
subserve the best interests of our city. A 
man should be placed in service for his 
abinty to fill the position, and when so 
placed should understand that it was not 
for two vears-or two days, but as long as 
he proved to be an efficient officer. With 
this state of affairs, every man placed on 
the police force.would know that it did 
not take political influence to retain him in 
his position, but a strict adherence to 
duty. There would be no'‘political divisions 
or factions to contest for control. 

“The last police election very plainlv dem- 
onstrates that this is the proper 
inaugurate this much needed reform. It 
shows, when the entire force was re-elect- 
ed, that we have the proper body of men 
to begin a system of civil service. 

‘I consider this a matter ofgvery grave 
Importance and I certainty trust that it will 
meet at. your hands that measure of at- 
tention that it merits, and that steps will 
be taken to secure the necessary amend- 
ments toe the city charter to put civil ser- 
vice in operation tn the police department.

TRANSFERS CIVEN 


BY CONSOLIDATED 


Yesterday Was the First Day of 
the New System, 


PROVED TO BE SUCCESSFUL 


Transfers Are Used Largely by the Work- 
Ing People, 


A FEW MISTAKES §=WERE = MADE 


Taken as a Whole the System Work- 
ed Well—Demands for Transfers 
Not as Numerous as Ex- 
pected—Manager Hurt 
Talks, 


Transfers went into effect yesterday on 
the lines of the Consolidated Street Rail- 
way Company, and, considering that it was 
the first day, the system workéd very 
smoothly. . 

Naturally there were a number of kicks, 
hut nearly all of them came from passen- 
gers who had made the mistake them- 
selves. 
first day, however, and 
working people, as a class, 


that was the 
are the ones 
who use the transfers most. The greatest 
number of transfers were issued early in 
the morning, and nearly all of them were 
issued to people going to their work. 
The greatest number of transfers by far 
were issued by the Marietta street line, 
eihere a great many working people live. 
The Decatur street line also issued a large 


number of transfers. 
On the whole, the total number of trans- 
fers used was very much sinaller than 


what the officials of the road expected. On, 


some of the lines less than ten transfers 

were issued throughout the entire day, 
In some cases the conductors giving the 

transfers made mistakes in punching them, 


-but in nearly all such cases they were 


honored by the conductors receiving them, 
as it was apparent that the passenger 
could not have made the mistake. 
Several passengers unfamiliar with the 
rules under which the transfers‘are issued 
failed to ask conductors for transfers when 
they paid their fare, and registered kicks 
at the office of the road because they were 
refused later on. One of the strictest 
rules under which the transfers are issued 
is that a passenger must ask for the 
transfer desired when tendering fare. This 
rule acts as a time saver, for if every one 
waited until they went to leave the car 
to get their transfers it would throw the 
car out of schedule. It is evident that a 
passenger knows where he wishes to. g0 
when he boards the car, and-that the most 
convenient time for all parties concerned to 
get the transfer is when the conductor col- 
lects the fare. Several passengers who 
failed to ask for transfers until. some time 
after they had@ paid their fares were re- 
fused, and a few kicks on that point were 
made at the office of the road. Once or 
twice during the day passengers rode to 
the end of a line and desired transfers 


_back, but they were, of course, refused. 


One party of ladies came to town on one 
of the lines and recéived transfers for 
another line and then proceeded to go 
shopping, missing several cars in the mean- 
time. When they boarded the car their 
transfers had, of course, expired and were 
no good.: The ladies did not know that 
they should have taken the first car going 
in the desired direction after the transfers 
were. issued. Several mistakes of this 
kind were made by passengers who had 
not read the rules as published in Sun- 
day’s Constitution. As a rule, however, 
the system worked very satisfactorily for 
the first day. 

Manager Nym Hurt, 
yesterday affernoon: 

“Yes, we are getting on first-rate with 
the transfers, and we have not had any 
serious mistakes yet. The conductors are 
doing even better than I expected, and in 
a few days 1 think the system will be 
working perfectly. The number of trans- 
fers issued has been much smaller than 
I expected. Some of the routes have only 
issued a few. I am glad to see that the 
great majority of Seonte asking for trans- 
fers are working people, and the transfers 


of the road, said 


-will be of benefit to them. No, we have 


not had any serious kicks yet, and I hope 
we will not. 1 have instructed all my men 
to use their reason, and where they see 
that the mistake was no fault of the 
passenger, to_overlook it. Of course the 
system is new, and the conductors may 
make mistakes at first, but, as a rule, they 
are catching right. on and everything is 
working smoothly.’ . 

It will only take a few weeks for the 
officials of the road to see how the trans- 
the faults lie. 
As rapidly as possible the system will be 
perfected and the service throughout the 
city improved. It was stated by residents 
on Hunter street yesterday that there 
was a decided defect in the manner of 
transferring passengers from that line, but 
this is to be changed in a few days. ° 

One rule that created a great deal of 
comment was the rule that no transfers 
would be issued after 8:30 o’clock at night. 
It was thought necessary by the officers of 
the road to make this regulation, as so 
many of the cars are taken off the differ- 
ent lines at this hour, and it would be hard 
to issue transfers from the cars going to 
the shed. Another reason for not granting 
transfers after this hour is the long 
schedules on many of the lineS would make 
the wait for cars too long. It is thought 
that this regulation will be.altered after 
the system has been working for a while.

For the first time in many 
city council passed a measure over th2 
veto of the mayor yesterday afternoon. 
Council two weeks ago passed up appro- 
priations for improvements on various 
streets in the city. The mayor sent a 
message to council yesterday vetoing some 
of the street improvement papers. The 
council passed the improvements over his 
veto by a vote of fifteen to one, Council- 
man Hammond constituting the minority. 
He favored the improvements, but did not 
like to vote against the mayor’s veto. The 
matter will go to the aldermanic board 
Thursday, ana will hkely be treated like- 
wise there. 

The mayor's veto 
lows: 

“Gentlemen of the General -Council—I 
herewitn return to council witnout my ap- 
proval of the resolutions Cailing tor per- 
Manent work on the Lollowing streets: 

“toward street, between Peachtree and 
West Peachtree, $40. 

“Hurt street, between Decatur and Eu- 
cid avenue, $1,000. 

“Jones avenue, from the bridge to Ed- 
waras street, $1,20u. 

“Linden street, 
Courtiana, S600. 

“Juniper street, 
Streets, BF 

“Ritth street, 
West Peachtree, 

“Gullatt street, 
wood avenue, $750, 

‘*Tatnall street, 
Nelson, $790. 

“Grant street, between Woodward ave- 
nue and Georgia avenue, $2,000. 

“This is a class of permanent street 
improvement and should be paid for out 
of the fund appropriated for permanent 
work, and not out of the fund set aside 
for ordinary street work. I am also of 
the opinion that such work as this should 
be done on petition and the abutting prop- 


erty owners paying their pro rata part 
of the cost. 


A Manifest Injusffce. 


“The appropriation for ordinary street 
work this year is $23,000, so it is very evi- 
dent that if this class of-permanent work 
is paid for out of that fund ve ry little or 
no ordinary street work, nor the opening 
of new streets, will be done. It appears 
to me to be manifestly unjust to cohsume 
this fund in permanently improving a few 
streets throughout the city, while so many 
others are left practically in an impassable 
condition. The money set aside in the ap- 
portionment sheet was classified into dif- 
ferent Kinds of work and service, and the 
amount under ‘streets ordinary’ is cer- 
tainly intended for keeping the streets in 
repair, opening or: exttnding streets and 
excavating for sidewalks and work of that 
nature, and in no sense can it be properly 
used for any .kind of permanent street 
paving or improvement. So long as the 
money set aside for ordinary street work 
remains under that head, it is clear to me 
that it cannot be diverted to another use. 
Respectfully submitted, 

ee @ WwooDWw ARD, Mayor.” 

The mayor also vetoed the action of 
council dispensing with the insurance poli- 
cies on all brick school buildings and the 
station house, and reducing the insurance 
on frame school buildings to 6 per cent of 
their value. This veto was sustained by 
the council. 

The insurance 
follows: 

“Gentlemen of the General Council—I 
herewith return to council without my ap- 
proval the resolution passed at your last 
meeting canceling the insurance policies 
on public buildings and property. 

“Iam satisfied that it is wise and proper 
for the city to carry a reasonable amount 
of insurance upon her property, as much 
sO aS any good business man or property 
owner protects themselves against loss by 
fire. Some of the policies are termed 
‘blanket policies,” and cover property in 
every school building in the city. They 
are three and five year policies, and most 
of them have been running from two to 
three yeaTs, thereby giving the city in- 
surance the remainder of the life of the 
policies free of cost. If we were to cancel 
the policies the city would in a great many 
instances get no premium in return, 


Resolution Too Sweeping. 


“The resolution is perempt in its nature 
to cancel all insurance on brick buildings 
and to a certain per cent on all wooden 
school buildings—not taking any account 
of the kind of property or the varied nature 
of the different policies.

NO OFFICERS FOR 


COURTMARTIAL 


Serious Condition of Affairs in Depart- 
ment of the Gulf, 


REGULAR OFFICERS ARE AWAY 


General Frank ‘Notified That Officers 
Can’t Serve. 


TRIAL T@ WAIT Om NEW  BETAIL 


In Case Thirteen Officers Are Ordered 
to Savannah the Trial Will Oc- 
cur About April 13th. 


In order to form a courtmartial and get 
the required number of officers for the trial 
of Lieutenant Frank Z. Curry, of the Third 
Georgia, who ts to Ye-arraigned in Savan- 
nah on the charge of murder, the war ce- 


partment will have to go outside the de- 


partment of the gulf. 

General Frank, commanding the deparf- 
ment, upon being notified Ly the adjutant 
general of the expected departure of eight 
companies of the Second infantry for Cuba, 
found that it would be impossible to assem- 
ble more than six officers in the entire de- 
partment to sit on the Curry court. 

In courtmartial trials of the importance of 
the one soon to take place in Savannah it 
is always desirable to ha@ve the full court of 
thirteen jn attendance, but to do so in the 
coming trial it will be necessary for the 
war department to detail officers on the 
court from other parts of the country and 
from other departments of the army. 

The great scarcity of officers in the de- 
partment of the gulf, In spite of the “act 
that several regiments are at present sta- 
tioned in the department? Is caused partly 
by the existence of two other special court- 
martials in the south, and also by the act 
that the regiments leaving for the Philip- 
pines and Cuba all carry a full quota of 
officers. 

Five Officers Left. 

Upon being ordered some days-azo to de- 
tail a second courtmartial, General Frank 
took the majority of the court frem the 
Second United States regulars at Savannah, 
naming Captain Pickering, of that rezi- 
ment, to be judge advocate, A telegrau3’ was 
received Ly the department from “the adju- 


tant general yesterday notifying the offi- 


cials that eight companies of the Second in- 
fantry at Savannah had been ordered to 
Cuba and that the officers of the ragiment 
detailed for: the courtmartial could not 
serve, 

The fact that no officers were available in 
the department was telegraphed the adjiu- 
tant general yesterday and it is expected 
that that official will take steps et once 
to have sufficient officers detailed. from 
some other department of the army to make 
up the courtmartial. Unless such a step is 
taken by the war department it will be 
necessary to await the adjournment of the 
special courtmartial at Augusta before thir- 
teen officers can be found to form the Curry 
court.

TOWN'S CHARTER

Bill Is Prepared To Declare Bdgewood 
Charter Unconstitutional. 


PETITION TO BE FILED TODAY 


Mayor, Board of Aldermen and Mar- 
shal Are the Defendants. 


STATEMENT OF FACTS |S AGREED TO 


A Constitutional Question Pure and 
Simple Is Raised—To Be Heard 
Before Judge Lumpkin.

The question of the legatity of the char- 
ter of the new incorporated town of Edge- 
wood will be tested in a few days. A bill 
for an injunction to prevent the marshal 
or clerk of the town from exercising any 
rights provided for in the ‘charter and. to 
stop the members of the board of alder- 
men from exercising any functions grante 
ed by the charter has been prepared and 
was several days ago submitted to C. W. 
Smith, the mayor, in order that the attor- 
neys in the case might agree on a state- 
ment of the facts. 

Mr. Smith agreed to the statement of 
facts as set out by the plaintiffs and last 
night the bill was sent to Judge Can- 
dler. 

A statement of facts having been agreed 
to, a constitutional question pure and sim- 
ple has been raised. It is claimed by the 
plaintiffs that the officials of the town 
have no right to exercise the functions; 
usually given to municipal town »fficers, 
as the charter under which the town is 
said to be incorporated is illegal and 
that every act under it is an unlawful 
one, 

The plaintiffs in the bill are cesidents of 
the town and are as follows: 

A. H.- Benning, J. R. Mell, T. J. High- 
tower, Mrs. John M. Miller, C. M. Morris 
and Mrs. E. S. Chipley. The defendants 
are the members of the board of alder- 
men, C. W.. Smith, J. G. Foote, George 
Dowman, H. M. Smith, W. R. Daley, W. 
B. Arnold and W. T. Buchanan. 

The attorneys for the plaintiffs are Law- 
rence R. Brooks and Daniel W. Roun- 
tree. The parties to the litigation will 
probably represent the defendants. 

Judge Candler will today certify on the 
bill that he is disqualified to hear the 
argument on the /@onstitutional question, 
since he is a résident of the community 
and a taxpayer. The question will then 
be taken before Judge Lumpkin, who will 
hear it. 

Allegations in the Bill. 


The bill states that an act was passed 
in the general assembly at the last session 
to incorporate the town of Edgewood in 
DeKalb county. On the second Wednes- 
day in January an election was held for 
a mayor and five aldermen. W. T. Buch- 
anan was later elected marshal and clerk 
by the town board. 

The mayor and aldermen proceeded to 
pass ordinances for the control of the 
town and punishment for offenders against 
the ordinances. Offenders were called be- 
fore the mayor and tines were imposed. 

The petitioners charge that $116.08 has 
been collected from the public school fund 
of the state and that arrangements are 
being made to establish a school. Jt is 
further charged that the mayor and alder» 
men have incurred a debt fur the marshal 
and clerk, and will continue to do so, and 
that they will continue to incur. debts under 
the incorporation. 

it is alleged that a road tax is about 
to be collected from the residents of Edge- 
wood, and that a tax levy upon all prop- 
erty will be made for the purpose of pay- 
ing the expenses of the town and the 
ee of the public School isys- 
em. 


Constitutional Question Stated. 

The petition . continues and states the 
constitutional question as follows: 

‘Petitioners further charge that the said 
act incorporating the said town is uncon- 
Stitutional and void, because by the law 
embodied in the political code, sections ¢53 
to 716, inclusive, which said law is now 
of force and was at the time of the pas- 
Sage of said act, and which operated um- 
formly throughout the State, provtsion 
was made for the incorporation of towns 
of said class by the superior courts and 
the legislature, therefore, had no power 
to pass said act incorporating said town 
of Edgewood, the same being a special 
act, and said act is, therefore, within the 
inhibition of article 1, paragraph 4, section 
1, of the constitution of the state of Geor- 
gia, which declares that ‘laws of a general 
nature shall have uniform operation 
throughout the state, and no special law 
shall be enacted in any ease for which 
provision has been made by the existing 
general law.’ ”’ 

The plaintiffs in the bill allege that they 
trouble if the corporation is 
allowed to continue in its present capacity. 
The petition says: 

“Your petitioners apprehend that if the 
said mayor and aldermen continue to act 
as such and to exercise, the powers and 
privileges and functions of a corporation 
they will be subject to great annoyance, 
expense and loss, and that. a lability qn 
the part of your »petitioners will be in- 
curred for the debts and expenses of said 
corporation.”’ 


Prayer of the Plaintiffs. 


The prayer of the plaintiffs is as fol- 
lows: 


“That the said act of the legislature in- 
corporating said town shall be declared 
unconstitutional, null and void. 

“That the defendants, their marshal and 
clerk be perpetually enjoined from éxer- 
cising the privileges, powers and funettoas 
of a municipal corporation enumerated in 
Said act; from acting under said act in- 
corporating said town: from enforcing -aftty 
of the ordinances passed by them; from 
requiring your petitioners or any of them 
to work on the streets and sidewalks of 
said town orm to pay a commutation fee in 
said*town; from paying out or otherwise 
disposing of the fund received oy Cc. W. 
Smith as mayor from the state schoo] 
commissioner; from undertaking to levy 
und collect any taxes on the property, real 
or personal, of your -petitioners; from jin- 
curring any debt or- liability for the ex- 
penses of said town and from doing any 
act or thing provided for in said act."’ 

The bill will be presented to Judge Lump- 
kin in the next few
